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October Bad Month for Weed 
Flavors 

Dairymen are^ reminded by Al¬ 
berta’s Dairy Commissioner, D. H. 
McCallum that it is - impossible to 
manufacture top quality butter 
tiom milk or cream that has been 
tainted by weed flavors. This un¬ 
dergrade butter sells at a consid¬ 
erable discount and most consum¬ 
ers would rather depend on suo- 
stitutes than use doubtful butter. 
Stubble fields are providing a con¬ 
siderable amount of good pasture 
this fall and as the m.lk cows are 
turned into Ihese fields the dang¬ 
er from tainted milk increases. 

. To help elminate lost grades 
anl reduced income on cream ship¬ 
ments, Mr. McCallum urges burn¬ 
ing of all screenings from around 
threshing machine settings before 
turning milk cows into the field. 
Another safeguard is to remove 
cows from all weed infesjed fields 
4 t‘j 5 hours before milk.ng. The 
longer the interval the less will 
be the possibility of tainted mi k. 

Milk each cow into an empty 
pail and determine by taste or 
smell if any of the-cows are giv¬ 
ing ta.nted milk. Such milk can 
be separated and collected in a 
different container and fed to 
livestock. In the _ case of stink- 
weed, some producers say they can 
readily detect it on the breath of 
the cows as they are being tied in 
the stanchions. 

Check carefully the flavor of 
each individual separation before 
adding to the shipping can. Often 
onty the cream from the night's 
milk may oo tainted, and this can 
De marketed in another shipping 
can. 

Feed Lots and Weed Control 

Those feeding livestock this 
winter are advised by G. R. Ster¬ 
ling, Supervisor of Soil Conserva¬ 
tion and Weed Control, to pay 
strict attention to the regulations 
on the feeding screenings as set 
out in the Noxious Weeds Act. 
This section provides that no 
screenings shall be used as feed 
fur livestock, unless used within 
an enclosure whiqh shall be sub¬ 
ject to the approval of a weed in¬ 
spector. 

Construct a suitable shelter now 
before the ground freezes. The 
feed lot should provide ample ac¬ 
commodation for the cattle, but 
should be smaM enough to confine 
them sc that they are not scatter¬ 
ing weed seeds over, a large area. 

An adequate place for storage 
of screenings should also be pro¬ 
vided to prevent blowing and scat¬ 
tering of the weeds. In a strong 
wind, weed seeds can travel for 
miles in the winter over the 
smooth snow ' surface. Feed 
troughs placed in a sheltered spot 
will also help to eliminate this 
danger. 

Plan the feed lot so that the 
manure can be readily piled in the 
spring and left in the pile for the 
weed seeds to rot before scatter¬ 
ing the manure on the land.

Proposed Propane Franchise 
Now Before Public Utilities 


New President of U.N. Assembly 


At the regular October meeting 
of the Town Council Edgar Rob¬ 
inson of the Midway Propane, Co. 
interviewed the council and plac¬ 
ed before them the proposed frtflb- 
chise agreement by. which Mid¬ 
way Propane would .be given per¬ 
mission to supply the town resi¬ 
dents-with propane gas through 
an underground distribution sys¬ 
tem. 

The franlhise agreement is now 
before the Public Utilities Com¬ 
missioner for approval. . Pending 
word from the Public Utilities 
Hoard, By-law No. 252, lovering 
the franchise agreement, was in¬ 
troduced and given first reading. 
If the scheme is approved by the 
Public Utilities Board, it will go 
to the ratepayers for approval, 
with a lwit-thirds majority requir¬ 
ed. 

' Zoning By-law 

Further- changes in the draft of 
the proposed Zon.ng By-law were 
approved by the council and it 
will be forwarded to the Town 
Planning Director, for final ap¬ 
proval before beiVig advertised. 

• To Guard Against Rats 

In co-operation with the De¬ 

partment of Agriculture’s efforts 
to prevent rats from gaining a 
foothold in Alberta, the council 
nppointed V. P. Schuler as Inspec¬ 
t'd- for the extermination of rats 
which might appear in the town. 

Traffic Regulations 

It was decided that the Fire 
and Police Committees would meet 
for the purpose of discussing 
parking and traffic regulations 
within the town and would pre¬ 
sent to the council their sugges¬ 
tions in this matter. 

Building Permit* 

Stanley Scales was granted per¬ 
mission to move a 20 x 80 ft. 
quonset building to Lots 7-11, with 
the proviso that the front of the 
building be in keeping with the 
appearance of other 'buildings on 
the street. 

Permits for construction of 
porches were granted E. A. Wood¬ 
man and G. C. Collier. 

Airport Fires 

Fol'owing enquiries from th ; * 
Department of Transport, the sec¬ 
retary was instructed to advise 
the Department that the Town 
was willing to send members of 
its volunteer fire fighting brigade 
to assist in the event of a fire 
breaking out. at the airport. The 
Town could net guarantee to send 
more than six men to any fire, 
and the Department must see that 
such men are fully protected by 
insurance and proper remunera¬ 
tion made for practices and fire 
-fighting

Don Buehler, local manager of 
Calgary Power .Ltd u attended the

When the crops are harvested 
there is a tendency to Cirget 
about grasshoppers, but control 
measures are just as important 
after harvest as , in the spring 
when the pests are destroying the 
grain. Control now means thal 
you are applying prevention, says 
W. Lobay, Supervisor of Crop 
Protection, and prevention ;n this 
case is cheaper and better than 
cure. 

Control al this time means de¬ 
struction of egg pods. Where 
grasshoppers were prevalent this 
year, shallow cutivation immedia¬ 
tely after harvest, preferably with 
a one-way disc, will bring many 
"of the pods to the surface and ex¬ 
pose them to dcssication by wind 
and sun. In areas where both 
grasshoppers and wheat stem saw- 
fly were present, shallow fall cul¬ 
tivation will also aid in reducing 
sawfly numbers. 

The grasshopper survey is not 
yet completed but indications are 
that grasshoppers will again be 
of economic improtance in the 
southern and so'it heastern portion 
of A.berta. A recent survey indi¬ 
cates that the Peace River coun¬ 
try may also have localized and 
spotty infestations at Enilda, Fal- 
hc-r, t Eaglesham, Bezanson, and 
Glen Leslie. Shallow cultivation 
even at this late ddte in areas 
where grasshoppers were numer¬ 
ous will assist materially in reduc¬ 
ing the grasshopper population. 

If your land is very vulnerable 
to wind erosion you may want to 
cultivate this fall. In that case 
leave your cultivation until early 
spring,, advises Mr Lobay. Many 
eggs will still be destroyed by 
spring cultivation. It is important 
however, that Ihe work be done 
early to allow as long an interval 
its possible before tne regular 
hatch. 

Farmers in the Lomond area 
have proved to themselves this 
year the real value of cultural 
control for grasshoppers. Last, 
year the survey indicated a very 
severe outbreak in this region. 
Following advice from the Field 
Crops Branca, farmers shallow- 
cult.vated their fie'ds last fall and 
early this spring. Almost without 
exception Ihe primary purpose of 
cultivation was for grasshopper 
control. The result - infestation re¬ 
duced to practically a mild rating 
Some of the farmers did.not even 
'have to apply poisons. There is 
real value in cultural control.
